Sirs: 

I  am  respectfully  submitting  herewith  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Police  Department  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30th,  1928. 

It  is  my  privilege  to  direct  your  attention  particularly  to  certain  high-lights  in  the  statistical  sec- 
tions of  this  report.  The  detailed  statistical  report,  which  it  has  been  customary  for  this  Depart- 
ment to  issue  for  several  years,  is  proving  to  be  of  great  value  to  those  persons  who  are  making  seri- 
ous studies  of  police  problems  and  methods.  For  those  who  do  not  need  the  wealth  of  detail  that 
is  available  in  the  following  pages,  certain  points  will  be  of  great  interest. 

Decrease  in  Major  Crimes 

There  is  a  notable  decrease  in  the  number  of  the  more  important  major  crimes  reported  as  com- 
mitted in  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  as  shown  in  the  following  summary:

The  only  type  of  major  crime  showing  an  increase  was  robbery,  and  in  that  case  the  greater 
portion  of  the  increase  came  during  the  early  part  of  the  fiscal  year.  Strenuous  police  methods  put 
into  effect  brought  about  the  desired  result.  So  that  even  in  the  robbery  class  during  the  last  three 
months  of  the  fiscal  year  (April,  May  and  June)  the  total  number  of  robberies  reported  had  been 
brought  down  to  357,  which  was  less  than  for  those  same  three  months  in  any  year  since  1923.  The 
general  opinion  seems  to  be  that  the  unemployment  situation,  which  was  recognized  as  worse  than 
usual  throughout  the  country,  contributed  materially  to  the  increase  in  this  class  of  crime. 

Increase  in  Arrests 

There  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  the  increase  in  arrests,  particularly  arrests  on  felony  charges,  can 

be  very  largely  credited  with  the  bringing  about  of  the  decrease  in  crimes  noted  above.  A  summary 
of  the  arrest  record  is  given  herewith:

Traffic  Activities 

Early  in  the  year  it  became  evident  that  traffic  fatalities  and  injuries  were  maintaining  a 
steady  upward  trend.  The  most  strenuous  efforts  to  prevent  accidents  seemed  to  have  little  effect. 
It  was  impossible  to  detail  any  more  men  to  work  exclusively  on  traffic.  Therefore  a  new  policy  was 
inaugurated, — namely  that  of  having  every  policeman  become  responsible  for  enforcement  of  the 
traffic  laws  and  ordinances.  The  result  was  a  tre  mendous  increase  in  the  number  of  complaints 
issued,  as  shown  above. 

The  addition  of  forty-four  motorcycles  late  in  the  year  gave  the  Traffic  Division  additional 
patrol  facilities. 

I  think  I  may  safely  say  that  the  adoption  of  the  policy,  "Every  policeman  a  traffic  officer  and 
every  traffic  officer  a  policeman,"  has  brought  excellent  results.    Some  fine  arrests  have  been  made 
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by  traffic  officers  on  their  corners  checking  passing  automobiles  for  stolen  cars.  Not  only  have 
they  helped  to  reduce  the  number  of  auto  thefts,  but  they  have  also  been  able  to  pick  up  vicious 
criminals  wanted  on  other  charges  who  were  operating  in  stolen  cars. 

Communication  Systems 

Another  piece  of  police  machinery  that  is  enabling  us  to  make  strides  in  catching  up  with  the 
criminal  is  the  increasing  use  of  our  teletype  system.  We  now  have  teletype  connections  with  all 
Police  Divisions  except  San  Pedro  and  the  Valley.  The  equipment  for  those  two  Divisions  is  in  hand 
and  will  be  installed  as  soon  as  satisfactory  arrangements  can  be  completed  for  the  renting  of  wires 
to  those  distant  points.  More  and  more  throughout  the  year  the  teletype  has  been  called  into  use 
for  the  simultaneous  broadcasting  to  all  connected  stations  of  detailed  descriptions  of  men  and  auto- 
mobiles suspected  of  having  participated  in  crimes.  The  importance  of  thus  getting  the  descriptions 
out  as  soon  as  the  crime  is  reported  to  all  sections  of  the  city,  without  possibility  of  errors,  can  not 
be  over-estimated.  Alert,  keen-eyed,  young  officers  on  patrol  have  this  year  picked  up  many  a 
wanted  man  and  machine  from  these  broadcasted  descriptions. 

Some  thought  has  been  given  to  the  question  of  the  installation  of  radio  communication,  and 
some  correspondence  has  been  carried  on  with  other  Departments  relative  to  types  now  in  use  and 
their  efficiency.  So  far  it  has  not  seemed  desirable  to  ask  for  radio  equipment  installation  in  the 
Los  Angeles  Department. 

Administrative  Experiments 

Constantly  seeking  for  ways  and  means  by  which  Police  Service  may  be  improved,  and  especially 
ways  in  which  crime  may  be  prevented,  the  executive  staff  of  your  Department  has  tried  certain 
experiments.  Foremost  among  the  successful  projects  was  the  use  of  the  Drill  Team  on  special 
assignments  during  the  winter  months  when  crime  reaches  its  yearly  peak  in  Southern  California. 

This  Drill  Team  consists  of  picked  men  who  volunteered  for  drill  work  and  were  trained  in  it 
for  a  considerable  period.  The  Team  was  brought  in  for  night  work  out  of  the  Detective  Division. 
They  worked  in  squads  assigned  each  night  to  various  section  of  the  city.  Much  of  their  time  was 
in  checking  automobiles  at  important  intersections,  stopping,  questioning,  and  searching  the  cars  of 
any  persons  who  could  in  any  way  be  considered  suspicious  characters.  The  cooperation  of  the  pub- 
lic was  sought  in  this  work  and  comparatively  little  objection  was  raised.  Many  stolen  cars  were 
recovered  and  many  concealed  weapons  found.  The  uncertainty  as  to  where  this  fine  body  of  picked 
men  was  to  be  used  each  night  undoubtedly  made  it  very  difficult  for  professional  criminals  to  plan 
and  carry  out  their  operations. 

Late  in  the  year  the  Central  Vice  Squad  was  again  abolished  and  full  responsibility  for  vice  con- 
ditions in  the  Divisions  was  placed  on  the  shoulders  of  the  Division  Commanders.  A  close  watch 
is  being  kept  on  the  result  of  this  change  to  determine  whether  vice  and  liquor  law  enforcement  is 
as  adequately  performed  by  the  Divisions  unaided  by  a  Central  Vice  Squad  as  under  the  old  plan. 

This  is  merely  a  part  of  the  development  of  a  police  efficiency  program  which  is  designed  to 
place  increasingly  full  responsibility  for  knowledge  and  control  of  all  conditions  in  each  Division 
squarely  upon  the  shoulders  of  the  man  commanding  that  Division.  It  is  believed  that  real  strides  are 
being  made  in  the  direction  of  developing  better  leadership  and  more  adequate  supervision  by  su- 
perior officers,  and  considerable  attention  will  be  given  to  making  more  progress  in  that  line  during 
the  coming  year. 

Each  year  sees  the  benefits  growing  out  of  the  specialization  of  function  in  the  Detective  Division. 
On  our  various  Squads,  Burglary,  Robbery,  Bunco,  Auto  Theft,  etc.,  we  are  developing  genuine 
specialists  who  understand  the  peculiar  problems  tied  up  in  the  detection  and  successful  prosecution 
of  each  type  of  crime.    So  that  we  are  getting  increasingly  better  results. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  experiments  of  the  year  was  the  Traffic  School  which  was  conducted 
for  the  purpose  of  bringing  about  greater  uniformity  in  traffic  enforcement  at  the  time  that  all 
policemen  were  instructed  to  enforce  the  traffic  laws  and  ordinances.  The  Department  had  the  most 
complete  cooperation  in  putting  on  this  course  from  the  Los  Angeles  Traffic  Commission  ,the  Auto- 
mobile Club  of  Southern  California,  the  City  Prosecutor,  the  Traffic  Signals  Bureau,  and  the  Board 
of  Education.  The  course  consisted  of  six  lectures  of  one  and  one-half  hours  each.  Through  the 
courtesy  of  the  Board  of  Education  the  classes  were  held  in  the  auditorium  of  Central  High  School. 
These  six  lectures  were  followed  by  a  written  examination  consisting  of  200  questions  based  upon 
the  provisions  of  the  California  Vehicle  Act,  the  Los  Angeles  Traffic  Ordinance,  and  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the  Department. 

1788  officers  took  this  course.  Only  thirty  failed  to  pass  the  examination.  The  general  average 
was  87 'r.  All  those  failing  to  pass  were  required  to  repeat  the  course.  The  showing  made  by  the 
men  was  excellent.  The  effects  of  the  course  were  felt  appreciably  in  the  decrease  in  the  number  of 
citizens'  complaints  received  relative  to  the  conduct  of  traffic  officers  issuing  complaints,  and  a  great 
increase  in  warm  letters  of  appreciation  of  the  manner  in  which  the  traffic  regulations  were  being 
enforced. 
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Training  for  Police  Work 

As  your  Honorable  Body  knows,  there  is  no  project  in  which  I  and  my  staff  are  more  deeply  in- 
terested than  in  the  re-establishment  of  the  Police  Training  School.  You  are  also  aware  that  we  have 
been  unable  to  devise  any  plan  by  which  the  time  of  any  considerable  number  of  the  men  could  be 
used  for  training.  We  are  too  short  of  men.  All  must  be  used  in  active  police  duty.  One  of  the 
first  things  that  will  be  done  when  the  force  is  increased  will  be  the  re-establishment  of  the  training 
school  for  recruits,  and  probably  the  development  of  courses  of  intensive  specialized  training  for  men 
already  in  service  and  for  ranking  officers. 

Public  Relations 

I  am  pleased  to  report  considerable  progress  in  our  efforts  to  interpret  police  methods  and  aims 
to  the  public  through  the  Division  of  Public  Relations.  At  the  request  of  a  group  of  women  citi- 
zens representing  a  considerable  number  of  women's  organizations  a  series  of  informational  bulletins 
was  inaugurated.  These  bulletins  carried  items  describing  police  powers  and  duties,  organization, 
personnel  problems,  accomplishments,  and  the  police  side  of  the  story  in  various  situations  that,  arose 
where  there  seemed  to  be  danger  of  misunderstanding  of  the  police  attitude  and  action  by  large 
groups  of  citizens.  In  all,  fourteen  such  bulletins  were  issued  during  the  year.  Starting  with  a 
distribution  of  100  the  demand  has  now  grown  until  about  1,500  of  each  issue  are  distributed,  princi- 
pally to  representatives  of  large  organizations  of  both  men  and  women  who  carry  the  message  to 
their  groups,  thus  reaching  a  considerable  number  of  interested  citizens. 

Members  of  the  Department  have  participated  in  all  kinds  of  programs  where  they  have  had  an 
opportunity  to  make  friends  for  the  service,  and  to  win  warm  cooperation  in  our  program.  We  have 
sat  in  at  conferences  of  varied  sorts  in  which  community  welfare  problems  were  discussed  and  have 
contributed  toward  the  solution  of  such  problems  as  we  could.  There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that 
the  coming  year  will  see  some  extremely  effective  work  done  along  these  lines. 

Greatest  Needs 

Although  you  Honorable  Body  is  already  thoroughly  familiar  with  our  crying  need  for  more  police 
and  for  additional  buildings  it  seems  improper  to  conclude  this  report  without  a  reference  to  those 
urgent  problems.  Past  reports  have  revealed  how  ill  equipt  with  men  the  Los  Angeles  Department  is. 
That  situation  has  not  yet  been  remedied  in  any  way. 

In  the  matter  of  jail  facilities,  when  our  jails  were  most  crowded  during  the  winter  months,  we 
were  compelled  to  care  for  363  prisoners  in  the  receiving  section  in  quarters  designed  for  250.  And 
in  order  to  meet  the  need  it  was  necessary  to  maintain  a  daily  turnover  of  250.  In  the  quarters  for 
sentenced  prisoners,  where  we  have  a  maximum  legal  capacity  under  the  State  Housing  Act  of  553 
prisoners,  were  were  obliged  to  care  for  730.  There  is  no  reason  to  suppose  that  the  problem  will 
be  any  less  grave  during  the  coming  winter  season. 

Members  of  this  Department  most  devoutly  hope  that  some  practicable  plan  for  providing  prison 
facilities  of  a  more  adequate  size  and  more  satisfactory  type  may  be  devised  and  put  into  effect  at  a 
very  early  date.  Any  such  plan  should  be  all  means  include  a  prison  plant  that  would  provide  work 
for  all  sentenced  men,  preferably  work  of  a  sort  that  would  be  rehabilitative  in  character  and  that 
would  give  a  measure  of  training  in  a  trade  which  could  be  pursued  upon  release. 

On  behalf  of  all  members  of  the  Department  it  is  my  pleasure  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Police  Commission  for  their  warm  interest  in  the  police  program,  for  their  most  generous 
devotion  to  the  furtherance  of  that  program,  and  for  their  whole-hearted  support  throughout  the 
year.

Sir: 

The  activities  of  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  and  the  Police  Department,  covering  the 
fiscal  year  1927-1928,  are  set  forth  in  the  following  report  and  submitted  to  Your  Honor  in  com- 
pliance with  Charter  provisions. 

The  territorial  expansion  of  our  city  limits  made  in  the  past  two  years  has  not  been  followed 
by  any  increase  in  the  personnel  of  the  Police  Department,  with  the  exception  of  the  appointment 
of  thirty-one  civilian  clerks,  thereby  releasing  thirty-one  police  officers  for  regular  police  duty. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  is  1,343,000,  and  a  conservative  estimate 
of  the  increase  in  population  during  the  year  1927-1928  is  74,000.  This  increase  in  population,  how- 
ever, has  not  been  balanced  by  increased  personnel  in  the  Police  Department. 

The  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  recommends  to  your  Honor,  in  view  of  the  ever  increasing 
police  problems  confronting  our  city,  that  an  additional  800  to  1000  men  be  provided  at  the  earliest 
possible  date. 

Your  Honor's  attention  is  again  called  to  the  urgent  need  of  a  police  headquarters  building, 
with  adequate  space  therein  to  house  all  the  executive  offices  of  the  police  department,  a  new  jail 
and  receiving  hospital. 

The  1928-1929  Budget  sent  to  the  City  Council  contained  an  item  of  $500,000,  which,  together 
with  funds  which  would  be  obtained  from  the  sale  of  the  old  city  hall  and  certain  other  parcels  of 
real  estate,  including  the  present  police  headquarters  on  First  Street,  would  have  been  sufficient 
for  the  erection  of  this  building.  However,  this  amount  was  stricken  out  of  the  Budget  before  the 
same  was  finally  passed  on  by  the  Honorable  City  Council. 

The  need  still  exists,  and  in  the  event  that  the  sale  is  made  of  the  properties  above  mentioned, 
and  an  additional  appropriation  can  be  secured,  an  adequate  police  headquarters  building  should  be 
erected. 

The  European  practice  of  a  preliminary  education  in  police  work  has  proven  that  such  instruc- 
tion is  an  absolute  necessity  to  efficient  police  work.  The  American  system  of  selecting  men  for 
police  work  regardlless  of  individual  qualifications,  and  the  lack  of  preliminary  instructions  along 
police  lines,  is  mainly  responsible  for  the  general  police  inefficiency  throughout  the  United  States. 

The  Los  Angeles  Police  Department  has  long  since  demonstrated  not  only  the  practicability  but 
the  necessity  of  a  police  school,  wherein  individuals  may  receive  sufficient  preliminary  police  education 
to  make  practical  police  officers.  Placing  police  equipment  in  the  average  person's  possession  and 
giving  him  police  authority  without  preliminary  training,  is  a  dangerous  procedure,  and  a  prolific 
source  for  much  adverse  criticism,  all  of  which  reflects  on  the  whole  department  and  invariably 
brings  discredit  to  the  whole  administrative  body  of  our  city  government. 

This  Commission  desires  to  recommend  to  your  Honor  that  necessary  measures  be  taken  so  as 
to  assure  the  re-establishment  of  a  school  in  the  Police  Department  at  an  early  date. 

Another  urgent  need  of  the  Police  Department  is  a  police  boat  at  the  Harbor.  It  is  well  known 
that  water  fronts  contribute  materially  to  any  police  problem.  Therefore,  the  Police  Department 
should  have  the  proper  facilities  for  the  adequate  policing  of  this  district.  It  is  estimated  that  a  boat 
which  would  meet  all  requirements  for  this  purpose  could  be  purchased  for  approximately  $30,000, 
but  that  we  could  not  expect  to  purchase  anything  for  less  than  that  price. 

Your  Honor's  attention  is  also  called  to  the  necessity  of  equipping  and  establishing  a  prison  farm 
for  misdemeanor  prisoners.  With  a  properly  equipped  farm,  these  prisoners  can  be  made  self-sup- 
porting, thus  eliminating  the  necessity  of  our  tax  payers  contributing  towards  the  support  of  said 
prisoners. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  misdemeanor  prisoners  are  of  two  types;  one  consists  of  those  per- 
sons who  are  distinctly  injured  by  prison  confinement  and  who  are  in  all  probability  not  turned  out 
of  jail  in  as  good  condition  to  meet  the  world  as  they  were  when  they  came  in;  the  second  type  are 
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those  for  whom  a  prison  term  is  merely  a  synonym  for  a  vacation.  The  first  type  would  be  greatly 
benefitted  by  productive  labor,  whereas  the  latter  type  would  be  distinctly  discouraged  from  getting 
into  difficulties  which  would  bring  them  a  contact  with  a  labor  sentence. 

Inasmuch  as  the  City  Council  has  leased  a  municipal  airport,  it  becomes  necessary  for  the  Police 
Department  to  have  at  least  one  airplane  and  an  airplane  inspector,  in  order  to  enforce  existing  ordi- 
nances and  those  that  may  hereafter  be  adopted. 

This  Commission  desires  to  inform  your  Honor  that  the  San  Pedro  Police  Station  and  Receiving 
Hospital  will  shortly  be  in  service,  and  work  on  the  Hollywood  Station  will  be  undertaken  in  the  very 
near  future. 

The  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  desires  to  assure  your  Honor  that  it  has  appreciated  the 
co-operation  received  from  you  in  the  past  and  will  consider  it  a  privilege  to  receive  advice  and 
counsel  as  well  as  your  co-operation  in  the  future.

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ORGANIZATION 

Although  the  general  organization  of  the  Department  remains  practically  the  same  as  before, 
several  slight  changes  were  made  in  the  interest  of  increased  efficiency. 

The  first,  and  probably  the  most  productive  of  results,  was  the  appointment  of  an  Inspector  of 
Detectives  as  Field  Inspector  of  the  Department,  having  supervision  over  all  divisions,  but  particularly 
constructive  supervision  over  patrol  divisions  or  precincts.  His  function  is  to  inspire  morale  and  en- 
force obedience  to  Department  rules. 

After  it  had  been  realized  that  the  Inspector  was  burdened  with  too  great  a  load  for  any  one 
individual  to  carry  properly,  further  subdivision  of  duties  was  made  by  the  appointment  of  a  Superin- 
tendent of  Records,  who,  in  addition  to  being  in  charge  of  the  central  Division  of  Records,  is  also 
in  charge  of  all  divisional  or  precinct  record  bureaus,  and  the  complete  report  system  of  the  depart- 
ment. 

With  the  thought  that  vice  can  be  better  controlled  by  placing  the  sole  responsibility  on  the 
commander  of  the  respective  divisions,  the  central  Vice  Division  was  abolished  and  its  duties  taken 
over  by  vice  squads  in  each  division.  With  this  arrangement  there  can  be  no  evasion  of  responsibility 
for  vice  conditions  as  between  headquarters  and  the  division  commander. 

The  same  policy  has  been  followed  with  regard  to  traffic  outside  the  central  business  district,  each 
division  being  responsible  for  its  own  control,  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  Deputy  Chief  in 
charge  of  traffic.  It  was  felt  that  speed  control  in  the  whole  central  area  of  the  city  should  be 
centralized.  To  the  end,  the  Speed  Squad  (mounted  on  motorcycles)  of  the  Central  Patrol  Division 
was  enlarged  sufficiently  to  handle  Central,  Lincoln  Heights,  Hollenbeck  Heights,  Newton  Street  and 
Georgia  Street  Divisions.  The  speed  squads  of  the  other  divisions  remained  independent,  being  lo- 
cated too  far  from  any  central  point  to  be  properly  supervised  as  a  unit. 

The  License  Division  charged  with  the  enforcement  of  the  business  license  ordinances  was  re- 
moved from  the  operating  department  and  placed  directly  under  the  charge  of  the  office  of  the  Police 
Commission,  which  office  already  cared  for  the  investigation  of  applications  for  special  permits,  the 
granting  of  which  lies  with  the  Commission.  This  move  concentrated  what  might  be  called  the  non- 
police  activities  of  the  Department  under  one  head.

Reports  that  are  found  upon  investigation  to  have  been  groundless — no  crime  having  been  committed — are  can- 
celled from  our  compilations  of  crimes  committed  if  the  investigation  reports  are  received  prior  to  the  15th  of  the 
month  following  that  in  which  the  crime  was  committed,  as  our  final  figures  are  released  on  that  date.  Those  crimes 
reported  after  the  15th  of  the  month  following  that  in  which  they  were  committed  are  omitted  entirely,  being  balanced 
by  those  which  should  be  withdrawn.  The  purported  loss  of  property  in  unfounded  reports  is  excluded,  that  figure 
not  being  subject  to  the  necessity  of  a  "closing"  date. 

The  Divisional  tabulation  of  work  done  on  Crimes  Against  Property  have  been  reduced  to  the  present  form  be- 
cause it  has  been  found  impracticable  to  show  the  cases  closed  by  a  division,  regardless  of  the  division  of  occurence. 
The  form  previously  used  was  found  to  create  an  impression  that  any  particular  division  had  accomplished  the  arrests 
and  recoveries  shown  opposite  it.  In  fact,  the  work  might  have  been  done  by  some  other  division,  which  in  turn  had 
a  very  poor  showing  of  activity,  having  cleared  more  cases  originating  outside  its  boundaries  than  inside. 


DEFINITIONS  USED  IN  THE  LOS  ANGELES   POLICE   STATISTICAL  BUREAU 

BURGLARY — Burglary  is  charged  whenever  victims  report  that  some  one  has  entered  a  building,  railway  car,  etc. 
(except  where  the  suspected  person  has  a  right  to  enter),  and  has  taken  something  of  value. 
Attempt  Burglary  is  charged  where  entry  was  unsuccessful  or  where  nothing  of  value  was  taken. 

ROBBERY — Robbery  is  charged  whenever  any  article  has  been  taken  from  the  person  or  from  the  presence  of  the 
person  by  fear  or  violence,  except  where  the  violence  was  to  the  article  and  not  to  the  person.  (Purse-snatching.) 

GRAND  THEFT  (Larceny  prior  to  July  29,  1927) — Grand  Theft  is  charged  on  the  taking  of  any  article  value  at  $200 
or  over,  without  the  knowledge  of  the  owner,  but  without  burglarious  entry.  Certain  livestock,  without  regard  to 
value,  is  also  included  in  the  requirements  for  Grand  Theft. 

PETTY  THEFT  (Larceny  prior  to  July  29,  1927) — Petty  Theft  includes  the"  taking  of  articles  (except  specified  live- 
stock) having  a  value  of  less  than  $200. 

THEFT  FROM  THE  PERSON  (Larceny  prior  to  July  29,  1927) — Theft  from  the  Person  is  charged  when  any  article 
is  taken  from  the  clothing  or  person,  without  the  knowledge  of  the  person;  or  with  his  knowledge  if  taken  by  sur- 
prise and  not  by  violence  to  the  person  (Purse-snatching.) 

FALSE  PRETENSE — False  Pretense  is  an  arbitrary  classification  including  those  cases  in  which  articles  (money  or 
property)  are  obtained  from  the  owner  by  trick,  device  or  wilful  misrepresentation. 

AUTO  THEFT — Auto  Theft  is  charged  when  any  motor  vehicle  is  taken  unlawfully  except  in  a  Burglary  or  Robbery. 
In  those  cases  the  value  of  the  car  is  considered  in  the  value  of  property  taken.    No  time  lapse  is  considered. 

AUTO  RECOVERY — Auto  Recovery  is  credited  whenever  the  identifiable  portions  of  the  car  (or  the  car  intact)  have 
been  returned  to  the  owner  or  his  agent,  regardless  of  the  agency  through  which  recovery  has  been  made.

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TRAFFIC 

Several  quite  important  steps  have  been  taken  in  traffic  matters  during  the  eurrent  year.  Of 
these,  the  adoption  of  the  Traffic  Fines  Bureau  system  is  probably  the  most  far-reaching  in  results. 

Owing  to  the  requirements  of  California  law,  the  Traffic  Fines  Bureau  is  actually  a  branch  of  the 
office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Municipal  Court,  collecting  a  fixed  bail  for  traffic  violations,  with  the 
understanding,  backed  by  the  consent  of  the  judges  of  that  Court,  that  the  bail  so  deposited  will  be 
forfeited  without  the  issuance  of  a  warrant. 

All  citation  books  and  citations  are  numbered  and  are  checked  by  the  Department,  the  City 
Prosecutor's  Office  and  the  City  Controller,  so  that  every  citation  issued  is  actually  followed  by  a 
payment  or  a  court  appearance. 

Any  person  desiring  to  fight  a  charge  of  any  bailable  offense  may  appear  in  Court  at  the  timt 
specified  by  his  bail  receipt  from  the  Bureau  anc  demand  a  trial  by  judge  or  jury. 

With  this  system  in  vogue,  there  has  been  an  increase  of  258%  in  the  number  of  citations  issued 
in  the  last  six  months  compared  with  those  issued  in  the  first  six  months,  without  causing  any  in- 
convenience to  the  courts,  although  at  times  the  Fines  Bureau  and  the  Prosecutor's  Compaint  De- 
partment were  heavily  burdened. 

This  great  increase  was  occasioned  by  a  tightening  of  the  enforcement  of  the  State  Motor  Ve- 
hicle Act  and  the  Traffic  Ordinance,  with  emphasis  on  those  sections  affecting  public  safety,  and  the 
issue  to  each  officer  doing  any  type  of  uniform  duty  of  a  citation  book  with  instructions  to  use  it 
judiciously  though  consistently. 

To  insure  proper  enforcement,  a  six-session  traffic  school  was  held,  attended  by  1788  members 
of  the  Department  whose  duties  place  them  on  the  street  or  in  the  stations  in  uniform. 

Separate  sessions  were  devoted  to:  the  California  Vehicle  Act;  the  Los  Angeles  Traffic  Ordinance; 
Reckless  Driving  and  the  Motor  Vehicle  Felonies;  Operation  and  Theory  of  Traffic  Signals;  Traffic 
Accident,  Citation  and  Report  Forms  and  the  Maintenance  of  Proper  Public  Relations;  Final  Exami- 
nation. 

99.5  percent  of  the  officers  attending  the  course  passed  the  examination.  For  the  rest  and  for 
those  unable  to  attend  the  first  course,  a  second  course  was  given.  All  passed  the  second  examination. 
The  result  of  this  educational  move  was  that  the  great  increase  of  citations  was  achieved  without  an- 
tagonizing the  public. 

Accident  investigation  has  been  extended  so  that  all  ambulance  calls  are  attended  by  a  call-car, 
whose  crew  remains  at  the  scene  of  the  accident  to  secure  the  names  of  witnesses,  investigate  the  cause 
of  the  accident  and,  if  a  violation  of  the  law  is  apparent,  to  cite  the  violator  to  court.  Five  divisions 
maintain  investigation  bureaus  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  property  damage  accidents,  upon  the 
signed  promise  of  the  complaining  witness  to  assist  in  the  prosecution  regardless  of  civil  settlement. 
These  are  in  addition  to  the  central  Accident  Investigation  Bureau,  which  operates  in  all  divisions 
where  no  bureau  is  maintained. 

The  maintenance  of  proper  curb  and  street  markings  requires  the  entire  time  of  five  painting 
crews.  As  an  indication  of  the  extent  of  their  problem,  it  may  be  noted  that  slightly  over  nine  run- 
ning miles  of  red  "No  Standing"  curb  line  was  added  to  that  which  existed  previously,  while  109 
miles  of  curb  were  painted  or  re-painted  red.  183  new  street  car  safety  zones  were  installed  as  well 
as  186  marked  crosswalks  added  for  the  safety  of  the  pedestrian.  10,298  large  buttons  and  14,030 
small  metal  markers  were  used. 

After  using  automobiles,  exclusively,  for  the  pursuit  of  traffic  violators  for  about  a  year,  the 
Department  returned  to  motorcycles.  44  new  motorcycles  were  placed  in  service,  operated  by  the 
men  holding  the  rank  of  Motorcycle  Policeman  who  had  been  assigned  to  speed  cars  and  numerous 
other  duties  during  the  absence  of  the  motorcycles. 

The  supervision  of  the  motorcycles  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  commanders  of  the  patrol 
divisions,  rather  than  in  Traffic.  The  five  divisions  occupying  the  central  area  of  the  city  were 
grouped  for  speed  supervision  purposes,  under  the  command  of  a  lieutenant  of  police  in  Central 
Division.  Speed  officers  in  the  other  divisions,  being  stationed  too  far  away  for  centralized  control, 
are  responsible  to  their  respective  division  commanders. 

Comparison  of  the  Traffic  Signal  Map  in  this  Report  with  that  shown  last  year  will  indicate 
the  placing  of  new  signals.  From  the  131  signals  operating  last  year  and  160  in  contemplation,  we 
now  have  371  intersections  controlled  by  signal  and  120  contracted  for. 

These  signals  have  been  placed  only  after  adequate  checks  made  jointly  by  the  Department  and 
the  Traffic  Signal  Division  (not  a  part  of  the  Police  Department)  who  supervise  the  installation  and 
handle  the  maintenance.  Many  are  operated  only  at  the  morning  and  evening  rush  hour,  to  supplant 
policemen  needed  badly  for  other  duties.

BUREAU  OF  PUBLIC  SAFETY 

Owing  to  the  necessity  of  concentrating  all  available  men  and  funds  on  the  problem  of  crime 
suppression,  it  has  been  impossible  to  expand  the  scope  of  the  Bureau  of  Public  Safety  this  year, 
although  no  reduction  in  force  or  activities  was  found  necessary. 

The  organization  fui-nishing  the  safety  motion  picture  very  opportunely  financed  its  revision  and 
the  addition  of  a  16mm  projector,  accompanied  by  copies  of  the  picture,  so  that  we  are  now  able  to 
handle  two  programs  at  a  time  and  to  fit  the  requirements  of  almost  any  available  hall. 
A  summary  of  their  work  follows: 

Radio  Programs — Musical  numbers  and  traffic  safety  instructions   315 

Meetings — Music,  lecture  and  motion  picture     527 

School  Classes — Escorted  for  library  inspection,  given  safety  pointers  enroute..  34 
"Police  Pointers" — Copies  of  concise  statements  of  motor  vehicle  laws  and  safe 

practices.    Distributed  to  periodicals  and  radio  stations  for  wide  release. ...  15,288 
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STATISTICS 

While  no  notable  advance  was  made  in  the  statistical  system  of  this  department  during  the  year, 
perfecting  its  operation  having  received  the  major  attention,  it  is  thought  appropriate,  in  view  of  the 
interest  now  being  aroused  in  police  statistics,  to  devote  a  small  amount  of  space  to  explanation  of 
an  established,  functioning  statistical  bureau. 

Established  in  1923,  during  a  re-organization  of  the  department,  it  has  operated  continuously 
under  the  supervision  of  a  civilian  statistician,  whose  aim  has  been  to  make  it  of  value  not  only  to 
the  department  but  to  investigators  in  the  field  of  criminology. 

Briefly,  the  bureau  attempts  to  present  the  problems,  work  and  accomplishments  of  the  Depart- 
ment in  such  form  that  they  may  be  compared  with  those  of  preceding  years  and, so  far  as  is  now  pos- 
sible, with  those  of  other  cities. 

It  issues  a  daily  summary  of  major  crimes  and  traffic  accidents,  showing  the  occurrences  of  the 
day,  by  police  divisions,  and  comparison  of  the  elapsed  portions  of  the  calendar  month  and  fiscal  year 
with  those  of  the  preceding  period.  In  addition,  the  burglaries,  robberies  and  accidents  of  the 
elapsed  portion  of  the  current  month  are  segregated  as  to  type  and  time  of  day. 

Upon  crimes  against  property,  there  is  issued  quarterly  a  semi-confidential  report  of  the  work 
done  and  the  cases  closed,  by  arrests,  by  recoveries  or  both,  as  well  as  a  comparison  of  losses  and 
recoveries. 

To  do  these  things  effectively  and  efficiently,  in  consideration  of  the  volume  of  business,  it  is 
necessary  to  have  recourse  to  electrical  tabulating  machinery,  of  the  type  used  by  the  United  States 
Census  Bureau  and  large  accounting  departments  of  corporations. 

All  individual  reports  coming  to  the  central  Records  Division  are  reduced  to  numerical  codes,  in- 
dicating the  major  facts  contained  in  the  reports.  These  numbers  are  then  punched  into  tabulating 
cards,  a  card  for  each  report,  for  analysis.  All  analytical  tables  in  this  report  were  produced  through 
the  use  of  one  of  the  card  forms  illustrated. 

Special  studies  are  made  upon  request  of  the  administrative  office  of  the  department  of  recog- 
nized public  or  private  investigative  bodies  or  of  other  departments,  upon  the  various  phases  of  ac- 
tivity or  conditions  analysed  in  the  bureau. 

The  Annual  Reports  of  the  Department,  since  1924-25,  have  been  compiled  and  edited  by  the 
bureau  with  a  very  definite  effort  to  make  them  valuable  reference  works  on  police  organization,  oper- 
ations and  problems  as  they  exist  in  the  fifth  largest  city  of  the  United  States. 

Our  bureau  has  maintained  a  consistent  policy  of  compiling  information  without  respect  for 
what  the  completed  study  may  bring  to  light,  whether  the  ultimate  result  be  to  the  credit  of  the 
department  or  not.  The  natural  result  of  this  policy  is  a  reputation  for  integrity  that  has  won  the 
confidence  of  the  department  executives  and  of  the  members  of  the  press  who  call  for  information. 
Regardless  of  efficiency,  any  statistical  bureau  whose  figures  are  open  to  question  as  to  integrity  has 
failed  of  its  purpose. 

We  disclaim  any  pretension  to  perfection  and  will  welcome  any  suggestions  or  criticisms  of  the 
results  of  our  labor  as  represented  in  the  present  Report. 


NARCOTIC  SITUATION 

We  take  great  pride  in  the  fact  that  despite  the  position  of  Los  Angeles  as  a  fast-growing  com- 
munity and  tourist  magnet,  our  very  active  Narcotic  Detail  arrested  only  230  persons  for  felony  vio- 
lations of  the  State  Narcotic  Act.  This  represents  a  317c  decrease  from  last  year  and  a  52%  de- 
crease fro^m  the  preceding  year.  At  the  same  time,  only  21  persons  were  arrested  for  misdemeanor 
violations  of  the  same  act,  a  decrease  of  55  %  from  last  year  and  78  %  from  the  preceding  year. 

This  reduction  has  come  about  through  the  persistent  activities  of  the  Narcotic  Squad  combined 
with  the  undeviating  attitude  of  the  courts  that  the  sale  of  narcotics  must  be  severely  punished. 
Old  offenders  receive  straight  prison  sentences,  while  some  new  offenders  receive  probation,  usually 
with  the  proviso  that  the  first  year  of  probation  be  spent  in  the  County  Jail. 

We  are  told  by  responsible  investigators  that  this  city  is  acquiring  an  enviable  reputation  as  an 
extremely  poor  place  to  attempt  to  enter  the  business  of  narcotic  peddling  and  by  our  own  operatives 
that  addicts  have  such  difficulty  in  procuring  the  needed  drugs  here  that  they  are  leaving  for  other 
fields. 
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RECORDS 

As  noted  in  the  paragraph  on  Organization,  the  major  change  in  the  Record  system  was  made 
/     at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  in  the  appointment  of  a  Superintendent  of  Records,  who  will  be  in  a 
/      supervisory  capacity  not  only  over  the  central  Record  Division,  but  also  over  the  record  bureaus  of 
the  patrol  divisions.     The  result  of  this  appointment  should  be  apparent  very  soon,  placing  as  it  does, 
j_  the  entire  record  system  of  the  Department  under  a  unified  control. 

<Our  continued  policy  of  taking  the  fingerprints  of  all  persons  booked  in  the  Jail,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  those  arrested  for  minor  city  ordinances,  has  resulted  in  the  receipt  of  56,391  fingerprints 
during  the  past  year,  of  which  19,252  were  filed.  23,391  prints  were  identified  as  being  already  in 
our  files  and  13,302  were  those  of  drunks  and  vagrants,  searched  to  ascertain  if  they  were  wanted, 
but  not  filed. 

Of  8,329  prints  received  from  exchanges,  3,148  were  identified  and  5,161  filed. 
Of  the  2,215  prints  received  from  applicants  for  taxicab  and  bus  driver  licenses,  349  were  shown 
to  be  those  of  persons  with  previous  arrest  records. 

x-v     In  all,  26,836  fingerprint  cards  were  filed,  making  a  present  total  of  171,796  fingerprints. 

In  the  latent  fingerprint  section,  good  progress  has  been  made  in  the  building  of  a  single  finger- 
print file  of  known  burglars,  robbers  and  other  offenders  against  the  person  or  property,  with  the  re- 
sult that  we  are  no  longer  under  the  necessity  of  having  a  suspect  in  a  case  before  the  latent  prints 
found  at  the  scene  are  of  value,  but  are  able  to  proceed  directly  to  a  possible  identification. 

In  the  absence  of  a  complete  single-print  file,  sixty-six  persons  were  identified  with  118  crimes, 
through  a  check  of  their  prints,  upon  suspicion  or  upon  arrest.  A  number  of  these  were  connected, 
after  arrest  by  their  modus  operandi,  thereby  limiting  the  searching  of  the  files  to  the  jobs  so  con- 
nected. A  large  number  of  these  cases  were  taken  into  court  and  successfully  prosecuted  to  a  con- 
viction on  the  sole  evidence  of  the  prints. 

It  is  naturally  quite  difficult  to  adequately  describe  in  a  few  words,  the  development  of  a  techni- 
cal investigation  service  such  as  that  offered  by  the  Research  Laboratory.  In  all,  over  four  hundred 
cases  were  referred  to  the  laboratory  for  assistance  in  determining  the  existence  of  a  crime,  the  man- 
ner of  its  commission  or  the  identity  of  the  perpetrator.  The  findings  in  these  cases  led  to  82  court 
appearances  by  the  laboratory  technician  for  the  presentation  of  vital  evidence. 

In  this  Division,  the  opposite  function  to  research  or  particular  cases  is  also  performed,  in  the 
filing  of  bulletins  from  other  cities,  describing  lost  and  stolen  property  and"  wanted  persons,  as  well  as 
the  reports  and  investigation  reports  on  all  offenses  committed  in  the  city.

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TRANSPORTATION 

The  Department  is  now  able  to  show  the  successful  result  of  maintaining  its  own  motor  equip- 
ment shop,  as  compared  with  the  former  policy  of  handling  minor  repairs  within  our  shops  and  send- 
ing major  overhauling  and  repair  jobs  to  the  joint  city  shop  in  which  the  equipment  of  all  other 
departments  is  handled. 

Not  only  are  we  able  to  maintain  a  higher  standard  of  mechanical  work,  but  we  are  able  to  keep 
our  equipment  in  operation  many  more  hours  per  month  through  being  able  to  secure  24-hour  serv- 
ice, as  opposed  to  8-hour  in  the  other  shop. 

Despite  an  increase  of  41  automobiles  in  the  past  two  years  our  budget  requirement  for  motor 
vehicle  maintenance  and  repair  decreased  $10,000  over  that  of  two  years  ago. 

The  first  year  of  independent  operation,  1926-27  showed  a  saving  of  $7,000  over  the  expense  of 
the  previous  year,  while  the  present  year  shows  a  saving  of  $10,000  over  the  last  year  of  city  shop 
maintenance.  The  reduction  of  50  motorcycles  in  May,  1927,  not  replaced  until  May,  1928,  is  more 
than  compensated  for  by  the  net  increase  of  41  automobiles  during  the  past  two  years. 

Our  shop  system  consists  of  one  Central  Garage,  giving  24-hour  service  and  employing  nine 
mechanics,  and  seven  policemen,  one  automobile  electrician,  and  nine  mechanics,  and  seven  policemen 
detailed  to  garage  duty  distributed  among  the  Patrol  Divisions  having  the  largest  number  of  cars 
and  motorcycles.  In  this  manner,  light  repairs  may  be  made  and  constant  adjustment  maintained 
without  calling  upon  the  Garage  for  any  but  major  and  electrical  difficulties.

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MARKSMANSHIP 

Despite  the  absence  of  funds  with  which  to  pay  salary  bonuses  for  excellence  in  marksmanship, 
the  interest  of  the  Department  in  accurate  shooting  was  kept  at  the  same  high  point  this  year. 

All  sworn  members  of  the  department  were  required  to  make  a  score  of  70  on  slow  fire  and  40 
on  rapid  fire,  on  the  standard  25-yard  pistol  target,  each  calendar  month. 

The  score  could  be  made  on  the  Central  Range,  located  in  a  park  canyon  or  on  a  divisional 
range.  Ten  divisional  ranges,  constructed  by  members  of  patrol  divisions,  with  the  assistance  of 
interested  merchants  in  their  respective  districts,  are  now  in  use,  in  addition  to  the  Central  Range. 

The  Central  Range  has  been  improved,  as  to  buildings  and  arrangement,  so  that  it  may  be  used 
more  efficiently  when  large  groups  are  using  the  targets  at  one  time.  To  encourage  officers  to  use 
the  range  on  their  days  off,  a  private  picnic  ground  has  been  laid  out  where  the  families  of  mem- 
bers may  rest  and  play  while  the  officers  are  practicing. 

The  Pistol  Team,  chosen  for  excellence  in  the  use  of  firearms,  was  sent  to  Camp  Perry  last  fall, 
for  the  first  time,  where  it  participated  en  masse  or  as  individuals  in  nineteen  matches,  in  the  scores 
of  all  of  which  the  name  of  the  Los  Angeles  Police  Department  was  published  as  being  in  the  high  one- 
third  of  the  contestants  in  the  respective  matches.  The  team  won  two  second  places  in  the  two 
matches  entered  with  pistols  and  eleventh  place  in  the  one  match  entered  with  automatics,  an  arm 
not  used  in  practice  on  the  home  range.  Members  of  the  team  shooting  as  individuals  scored  7  first 
places,  6  second  places,  5  third  places,  3  fourth  places,  4  seventh  places,  4  ninth  places,  3  tenth 
places,  1  eleventh  place,  3  twelfth  places,  one  each  thirteenth,  fourteenth  and  fifteenth  places  and  two 
sixteenth  places,  shooting  for  the  first  time  against  the  cream  of  marksmen  in  the  United  States. 

During  the  year,  three  telegraphic  matches  were  fired  against  eastern  police  departments,  each 
of  which  was  won  by  the  Los  Angeles  Team. 

The  following  year  should  show  much  better  results,  with  the  return  of  the  marksmanship  bonus 
and  the  advantage  of  an  experienced  team  to  send  to  Camp  Perry. 

Despite  our  pride  in  our  records,  the  primary  advantage  of  a  straight-shooting  department  is 
not  overlooked;  that  the  public  and  the  policemen  are  less  liable  to  be  injured  by  criminals  or  by 
badly  aimed  shots  and  that  the  criminal  who  makes  it  necessary  for  a  policeman  to  fire  on  him  has 
exhausted  his  last  chance  of  escape.

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COMMUNICATION 

The  year  has  seen  two  important  additions  to  the  communication  system  of  the  Department; 
additional  Teletypes  and  the  Complaint  Board. 

The  addition  of  two  receiving  Teletype  machines  in  the  Sawtelle  and  Venice  Division  stations 
places  all  stations  except  those  at  San  Pedro  and  Van  Nuys  (Valley  Division)  in  direct  simultaneous 
communication  with  the  central  Detective  Division,  for  the  receipt  of  routine  and  emergency  infor- 
mation. 

The  volume  of  business  in  the  Georgia  Street  and  Wilshire  Divisions  justified  the  installation  of 
sending  equipment  in  those  stations,  with  their  receiving  instrument  in  the  Detective  Division. 

There  is  now  pending  a  request  for  funds  with  which  to  lease  wires  to  the  San  Pedro  and  Valley 
stations,  which,  if  granted,  will  complete  our  Teletype  installation  and  render  it  adequate  to  any 
emergency,  as  well  as  facilitating  communication  with  the  more  remote  divisions. 

The  Complaint  Board  was  installed  to  handle  all  non-emergency  (uniformed  officer)  calls  within 
the  Los  Angeles  local  telephone  exchange  area  (ten  divisions).  A  citizen  is  now  required  to  state  his 
business  to  but  one  person,  after  inquiry  by  the  exchange  board  operator,  to  receive  non-emergency 
police  service,  regardless  of  the  location  of  the  occurrence  or  condition.  This  person,  the  complaint 
board  operator,  notifies  the  proper  divisional  station. 

Emergency  calls,  as  heretofore,  are  plugged  by  the  exchange  board  operator  to  the  Detective 
Division,  where  full  particulars  are  taken  from  the  party  reporting.  Officers  of  the  Detective  Division 
notify  the  proper  division  and  take  such  other  action  as  they  deem  appropriate. 

Thus  there  has  been  removed  the  last  necessity  for  any  person  desiring  police  service — emer- 
gency or  non-emergency — to  be  cognizant  of  divisional  stations  or  boundaries. 


CRIME  PREVENTION  DIVISION 

The  Crime  Prevention  Division,  in  addition  to  the  usual  divisional  administrative  officers,  is  com- 
posed of  the  Juvenile  Bureau,  City  Mother  Bureau,  Women's  Probation  Bureau,  Men's  Probation  Bur- 
eau, Juvenile  Missing  Bureau  and  the  Crime  Prevention  Detective  Bureau. 

Juvenile  and  City  Mother  Bureaus 

The  Juvenile  Bureau  is  composed  of  policemen  who  are  very  carefully  selected  from  the  entire 
Police  Department  personnel  and  are  directed  by  a  sergeant  and  a  boy  case  supervisor  who  assigns 
the  different  reports  to  the  boy  case  workers.  Juvenile  Officers  work  in  civilian  clothes.  This  bureau 
deals  with  all  boy  cases. 

The  City  Mother  Bureau  consists  of  policewomen  who  work  under  the  guidance  of  a  woman 
sergeant  and  a  girl  case  supervisor  who  assigns  the  work  to  the  policewomen.  This  bureau  deals  with 
all  girl  cases. 

The  cases  investigated  by  these  bureaus  are  received  from  all  officers  of  the  Police  Department 
as  well  as  from  parents  and  citizens  of  Los  Angeles  City  and  cover  all  offenses  indicated  by  the 
fourteen  sub-divisions  of  Sec.  1  of  the  Juvenile  Court  Law  of  the  Penal  Code  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia. Each  case  is  given  individual  attention  and  the  complaints  received  range  from  dependency, 
incorrigibility,  neighborhood  rows,  domestic  discord,  truancy,  etc.,  to  extreme  sex  and  criminal  de- 
linquency. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  Juvenile  and  City  Mothers  Bureaus  is  to  enforce  the  laws  and  ordi- 
nances which  have  been  enacted  for  the  protection  of  the  welfare  of  boys  and  girls  and  to  promote 
harmony  and  the  elements  of  honorable  citizenship  in  the  home  and  community.  Every  effort  is  made 
to  secure  the  good  will  and  cooperation  of  the  parent  as  well  as  the  child.  Domestic  difficulties  are 
adjusted  with  the  view  to  prevent  the  possible  disastrous  effect  of  home  discord  on  the  mental  and 
physical  health  of  the  child.  The  majority  of  the  problems  are  adjusted  without  Juvenile  Court  pro- 
cedure by  cooperation  with  parents,  teachers,  and  ail  social  service  and  child  welfare  agencies. 

Women's  Probation  Bureau 

The  Women's  Probation  Bureau  consists  of  policewomen  supervised  by  a  woman  chief  probation 
officer  and  has  to  deal  with  adult  female  offenders  brought  before  the  women's  division  of  the  Munici- 
pal Court.  The  cases  covered  are  all  classes  of  misdemeanors.  These  officers  make  pre-court  investi- 
gations as  well  as  supervise  women  placed  on  probation. 

The  main  purpose  of  this  bureau  is  to  aid  women  offenders  in  accomplishing  their  own  refor- 
mation by  inspiring  them  with  a  desire  to  come  back  into  society  as  self  respecting  and  law  abiding 
citizens.  In  this  work,  this  bureau  is  actively  aided  by  the  Big  Sisters  League,  an  organization  com- 
posed of  very  capable  and  sincere  women  who  give  personal  attention  to  individual  cases.    Their  work 
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is  constructive,  teaching  these  women  to  be  self  supporting  and  encouraging  them  to  wish  to  return  to 
wholesome,  useful  lives.  The  Big  Sisters  League  also  maintains  two  homes  for  the  care  of  women 
offenders  pending  their  re-adjustment. 

Men's  Probation  Bureau 

The  Men's  Probation  Bureau  consists  of  policemen  supervised  by  a  man  chief  probation  officer 
and  has  to  deal  with  adult  male  offenders  brought  before  the  Municipal  Court.  Their  work  covers  all 
classes  of  misdemeanors.  The  officers  aid  the  judges  of  the  Municipal  Court  in  making  pre-court 
investigations  and  supervise  men  placed  on  probation  and  parole. 

The  officers  of  this  bureau  also  assist  the  City  Parole  Commission  in  making  thorough  and  con- 
scientious investigations  in  order  that  the  Commission  may  arrive  at  just  and  humane  decisions  in  the 
numerous  and  varied  cases  coming  before  them  for  disposition. 

The  main  purpose  of  this  bureau  is,  at  all  times,  to  lend  a  spirit  of  friendliness  and  encourage- 
ment to  men  coming  under  its  supervision.  The  officers  of  this  bureau  assist  men  placed  on  probation 
or  parole  to  secure  employment.  They  also  reunite  families  by  adjusting  domestic  affairs  and  by  their 
friendly  cooperation  re-establish  a  majority  of  offenders  thus  supervised  to  honorable  and  useful 
citizenship. 

Juvenile  Missing  Bureau 

The  Juvenile  Missing  Bureau,  the  personnel  of  which  consists  of  policemen  and  policewomen,  re- 
ceives and  investigates  all  reports  of  missing  persons  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years.  These  re- 
ports are  received  from  other  officers  of  our  department,  from  parents,  citizens  and  officials  of  cities 
and  counties  throughout  the  United  States. 

The  main  purpose  of  this  bureau  is  to  restore  missing  and  runaway  children  to  their  parents  or 
guardians  and  to  ascertain  the  contributing  causes  of  truancy  and  to  correct  them  in  order  to  prevent 
repetitions.  It  is  an  interesting  fact  to  report  from  the  records  of  this  bureau  that  there  has  been 
but  one  case,  during  the  past  year,  where  a  child  has  run  away  again  after  the  original  cause  has 
been  located  and  corrected. 

The  officers  of  this  bureau  broadcast  descriptions  of  missing  and  runaway  children  through  our 
own  department  as  well  as  to  police  officials  of  other  cities.  They  make  investigations  to  ascertain 
if  there  has  been  juvenile  delinquency  on  the  part  of  subjects  and  also  whether  any  crime  has  been 
committed  against  the  child  by  an  adult. 

Crime  Prevention  Detective  Bureau 

The  Detective  Bureau  of  this  division  is  composed  of  student  detective  lieutenants  supervised  by 
a  captain  of  detectives  and  operates  for  the  purpose  of  prosecuting  adults  involved  in  crimes 
against  children.  This  bureau  deals  entirely  with  the  subject  defined  in  Part  1,  Title  9,  Chapters  1  to 
8  of  the  Penal  Code,  subject  being  "Crimes  Against  the  Person  and  Against  Public  Decency  and  Good 
Morals."  These  detectives  are  especially  proficient  in  solving  and  prosecuting  crimes  embraced  by 
this  subject.  They  also  deal  with  adults  violating  the  section  of  the  Juvenile  Court  Law  designated 
as  Contributing  to  the  Dependency  or  Delinquency  of  Minors. 

Statutory  offenses  are  committed  against  adolescent  girls  and  boys  who  with  their  parents  are 
reluctant  to  make  complaint  unless  they  are  assured  the  cases  will  be  handled  without  publicity  or 
neighborhood  scandal.  These  delicate  problems  require  the  services  of  officers  having  extraordinary 
intelligence  and  ability.    Policewomen  of  the  City  Mother  Bureau  cooperate  when  the  child  is  a  girl.

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STUDY  OF  JUVENILE  ARRESTS 

Under  the  laws  of  California  offenses  committed  by  minors  who  have  not  reached  their  eighteenth  birthday  are  not 
crimes  but  are  classified  as  Delinquencies.  Such  delinquencies  are  handled  by  a  department  of  the  Superior  Court, 
sitting  as  a  Juvenile  Court  unless  the  offense  is  of  such  aggravated  nature  that  the  age  of  the  perpetrator  must  be  dis- 
regarded in  the  procedure  to  be  followed,  when  the  case  is  turned  back  to  the  Superior  Court  to  be  handled  in  the 
regular  manner.  However,  for  analysis,  to  obtain  a  true  picture  of  the  situation,  the  actual  offense,  the  commission 
of  which  is  technically  a  delinquency,  is  shown. 

In  the  charts  showing  the  races  and  ages  of  offenders,  both  juvenile  and  adults  have  been  merged,  so  that  the- 
arbitrary  age  line  of  the  eighteenth  birthday  does  not  appear. 

Owing  to  the  procedure  followed  in  Juvenile  Cases,  it  is  possible  to  show  the  disposition  only  roughly,  indicating 
whether  the  case  was  taken  care  of  by  the  Police  Department  or  turned  over  to  the  Juvenile  Court.  In  any  event, 
the  Juvenile  Delinquent  in  this  city  is  considered  more  as  a  socially  mal-adjusted  individual  than  as  a  criminal  who 
must  be  punished.

Data  concerning  Arrests  in  both  charts  was  compiled  from  the  sections  on  Juvenile  and  Adult 
Arrests,  no  arbitrary  line  being  recognized. 

The  proportion  of  the  Race  Groups  was  secured  by  adjusting  data  from  the  City  School  Census 
of  Children  from  three  to  eighteen  years  of  age,  compensating  for  lack  of  congruency  between  the 
City  and  the  City  School  District  and  for  variations  in  the  probable  total  persons  per  child  of  school 
age  among  the  races. 

Indians  being  negligible,  both  as  to  numbers  in  the  City  and  as  a  police  problem,  are  included 
with  Mexicans  in  Red  Race. 

Age  Groups  in  the  Population  of  the  City  follow  the  proportions  shown  in  the  United  States  Census 
of  1920.  The  groups  used  by  the  Department  and  by  the  Census  do  not  entirely  coincide,  necessi- 
tating separate  legends  for  Arrests  and  Population. 
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DISPOSITION  OF  ADULT  ARRESTS 

It  does  not  seem  proper  to  consider  the  work  of  the  Police  Department  complete  with  the  "sta- 
tion-house" disposition  of  persons  arrested.  Regardless  of  the  fact  that  the  technical  responsibility 
of  prosecution  rests  with  the  City  or  County  Prosecuting  Attorney,  the  Department  cannot  claim  to 
have  discharged  its  duty  by  the  mere  act  of  arrest,  as  that  act,  constitutionally,  carries  no  implication 
of  guilt  until  a  successful  case  is  carried  to  conviction. 

In  previous  reports  and  the  present  report,  the  column  showing  cases  Released  or  Dismissed  has 
shown  both  persons  released  by  officers  after  investigation,  due  to  inability  to  secure  sufficient  evi- 
dence, and  those  in  which  the  court,  either  in  trying  a  misdemeanor  case  or  in  hearing  the  preliminary 
of  a  felony  case,  decided  that  insufficient  evidence  was  shown  to  justify  proceeding  with  the  trial. 

Future  reports  will  separate  Released  and  Dismissed  cases  as  they  may  be  symptoms  of  quite  un- 
related conditions. 

In  order  that  the  disposition  tabulation  shall  indicate  the  crime  upon  which  final  disposition  was 
had,  rather  than  merely  the  crime  for  which  the  arrest  was  made,  with  a  blanket  disposition  which 
would  indicate  the  final  charge,  all  offenses  to  which  other  charges  were  charged  between  arrest  and 
final  disposition  are  given  two  lines. 

The  first  line  in  each  case,  with  the  charge  shown  in  bold  type,  shows  those  cases  disposed  of  on 
the  charge  for  which  the  original  arrest  was  made.  The  second  line,  with  the  charge  in  light  face  type, 
indicates  the  cases  disposed  of  on  the  given  charge  when  the  arrest  had  been  made  on  some  other 
charge. 

References  to  pages  58  to  61  will  show  the  number  of  cases  originating  on  any  charge  which 
were  changed  to  different  charges  during  the  progress  of  the  case. 

As  examples,  Vagrancy  and  Robbery  may  be  cited.  Arrests  for  Vagrancy  when  disposed  of  as 
such,  are  shown  in  the  first  line  of  Vagrancy.  Arrests  for  Vagrancy,  later  connected  with  and  dis- 
posed of  as  Robbery  are  shown  in  the  second  line  of  Robbery  together  with  charges  changed  from  other 
offenses  to  Robbery. 

Conversely,  if  the  arrest  and  disposition  are  both  for  Robbery  the  disposition  willl  be  in  the  first 
line  devoted  to  that  offense.  If,  however,  Robbery  suspects  are  finally  convicted  as  vagrants,  their  dis- 
positions will  be  included  with  others  whose  charges  have  been  likewise  reduced,  in  the  second  line  of 
Vagrancy.
